this plain citizen of lowly birth was 
the clK>sen Instrument of God, safely 
to guide our nation through tlie most 
perilous of storms and give freedom to 
a race that had been in bondage for 
two and one-half centuries. 


'•Tlie r.liaracter of Lincoln will be 


an inspiration for all time. Those 
who accept his life as.their model and 
his principles and their creed, cannot 
be other than most exemplary citi- 
zens. 


'•It Is most fitting that this anniv- 


ersary be marked by special observ 
ance, that his virtues may be empha- 
sized and his memory cherished.

It makes it the duty of the Senate 
committee on Indian affairs to do the 


ork. and this committee will take 
he evidence thru a special committee 
eaded by the Senator. Tlie resolu- 
lon authorizes the committee to take 
his evidence at any time during the 
ecess. It Is not known as yet when 
he evidence will be taken but the 
ommittee will have its report ready 
o submit at the nezt regular con- 


r-s. Tlie resolution as passed by 


he Senate requests the secretary of 
he interior to suspend /the enroll- 
ment and allotment of Wisconsin 
and* until such time as the commit- 
ee shall have completed Its Inve>tig- 
.tlon and the Senate shall have an 
ipportunity to act upon it-

MAKING' EFFORT TO 


ORGANIZE NEW TOWN 


Planned to Form Town of Clearwaler 


Lake Out of Gagen—Residents 


. Oppose Movement 


There Is strong talk of forming a 


new town out of portions of Viias and 
Oneida counties to be known as the 
town of Clearwater Lake and to tie 
located In Oneida county. A bill to 
tills end will be Introduced by Assem- 
blyman I). Ft. Jtevens at this session 
of the legislature. 


Clearwater Lake Is situated In the 


town of Gagen, Oneida county, In 
Sec- 24-39-10, four miles northwest of 
Three Lakes and six miles southeast 
of Kagle River. A colony of Adven- 
tUts numbering about fifteen families 
are settled there. The colony was 
brought to Northern Wisconsin thru 
the efforts of Rev. Sufflcool, who Is 
an Adventist minister and was form 
eriy stationed at Three Lakes. These 
members of the sect purchased lands 
from Eagle River parties and have 
since become thrifty 
farmers. At 


their settlement, some weeks ago, 
there was established a post office 
known as Clearwater Lake post ortice. 
Eagle River parties Interested in the 
lands there are anxious for the for- 
mation of tlie new town. It Isstated 
that the settlers are not so much in 
favor of the movement. 


In organizing the new town it Is 


proposed to remove one and one 
quarter townships from the town of 
Gagen arid one half township from 
Yilas county. 


Emil Kloes, a leading business man 


of Three Lakes, while In the city, 
yesterday, said that the majority of 
the residents of that village and vicin- 
ity are very much opposed to the pro- 
position. If a new town is establish- 
ed It will result in an added drain on 
the tax payers of Gagen. The lands 
from which It Is proposed to form the 
new town now contribute largely to 
the tax revenue of Gagen. To re- 
move this revenue would mean an in- 
crease in taxes for the Three Lakes 
residents who form the largest pait 
of the population of Gagen. These 
peoplf will no doubt make a bitter 
tight against the adoption of the 
measure.

In a recent article in the Milwau- 


i<* Daily >*ews, Matt Stapleton of 
liU city, makes several suggestions 
'or clianges In the present day elec- 
tion system. Portions of his article 
are as follows: 


'•There should be but one election 


held In this state every twoytars and 
all state officers, city, town arid even 
county officers sltoutd be elected for* 
four years and should not be allowed 
to succeed themselves. One-Iialf of 
our senators, assemblymen and alder- 
men could be elected every two years 
and in this way we would cut • out 
graft. Although our state, county 
and towns have all run behind In the. 
last few years of the best times we 
have ever had for fifteen years, this 
thing of holding elections every few 
months to elect a few office seekers 
and during the campaign have the use 
of every crooked politician In his dis- 
trict tliat lias juM been electedorwill 
come up for office a few montlis after 
his friend is elected Is all wrong. Be- 
sides it will be a great saving, for it 
costs a great deal of money to pull off 
an election. 
' 


'•Then no man should be allowed to 


vote on bonding his citj or county for 
higher or loner saloon licenses tliat 
cannot show a clear title to at least 
1500 worth of unincumbwed property, 
for It Is poor policy to allow a bum to 
raise the taxes on a poorhonest man's 
property. By having yourslate, city, 
county or town officers all elected at 
the same election day, politicians will 
tiave all they can do to look after 
their own Interests. A candidate for 
oflice should be limited to til per 
county for campaign expenses—then 
a poor man would have the same 
chance as his rich opponent."

and were stripped from the mother 
fish November 1, since when they 
lave been fertilized at Korthville.
